church, Pius XII, today set his 
coronation for Sunday , March 12, 
when many ex pect a new concili­ 
atory policy in Vatican foreign 
affairs to take form. 
The pontiff, raised to the v i­ 
carage of Christ by what many 
believ e was the unanimous v ote 
of 6 Iv cardinals, receiv ed 
this 
morning the third obeisance of 
his electors. 
The entire college of cardinals, 
which became 6 1 with the elev a­ 
tion of Eugenio Cardinal Pacelli, 
former 
Vatican 
secretary 
of 
state, gathered in the Sistine 
chapel a t l l a. rn. (5 a. rn. EST) 
to kiss the pope’s slippered foot, 
to receiv e his embrace and to 
hear a brief discourse. 
Taking fully upon his should­ 
ers the world-wide burdens of 
the church which for eight y ears 
he helped his predecessor, Pius 
XI, to bear, the new pontiff alone 
was to determine papal policy — 
and only he could speak author­ 
itativ ely on his intentions. 
Some of his intimates, how­ 
ev er, predicted tha t on the basis 
of his attitude in the past, Pius 
XII would work to better rela­ 
tions with countries, such 
as 
Germany , where they hav e been 
troubled. 
The pontiff’s policies are ex ­ 
pected to take form slowly , with 
firmness but nev er with impul­ 
siv eness. 
“ Calmness in conduct and ac­ 
tions in dealing with the church’s
